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Lincoln's Very Memory Exerts , 
Magnetic Attractions for Many 


There's a little bookshop in Chicago that upecializes 


in books and document* touching the life of Abraham 
Lincoln. Probably no finer or more complete collection 
exists anywhere outside our greatest libraries. 


Gathered in this shop are not only all the leading 


biographies of Lincoln, but rare copies or originals of 
his papers, a bookcase that purports to contain all the 
works which were in Lincoln's own library, and other 
evidences of the life he led. 


The place is a mecca for a strange band of men— 


the Lincoln followers. Fired by intense enthusiasm and 
devotion, they frequent the shop with amazing regular- 
ity. Doctors, businessmen, lawyers, professors, some of 
the best known historians of Lincoln, streetcar conduc- 
tors, workingmen, all are drawn there by the powerful 
Lincoln magic. 


Many of these men are ardent collectors of Lan- 


colniana. A good number meet in the shop informally 
from time to time, making it a sort of market place for 
an exchange of stories and ideas about the great Civil 
War president. These same admirers assemble more 
formally in other surroundings to pursue the infinite 
detail of his life and ways. 


The ordinary folk who visit the store underline 


even more strikingly the dedication of countless modern 
day Americans to Lincoln's memory. There's the case 
of the streetcar conductor who gave the shop $1 a 
week for long months, taking home books and other 
fragments of the Lincoln story whenever his payments 
had accumulated sufficiently to meet the cost. A lot 
of instances of similar patient, plodding devotion have 
been recorded. 


None of these people, either distinguished or ordi- 


nary, ever saw Lincoln alive. They know nothing of 
him but *what thev have read in books. What inspires 
thi« deep feeling for a man who has now been dead 85 


Millions of words have been set down in the effort 


to catch the secret of his magnetism. No one unversed 
in the fascinating richness of his life could dare attempt 
a definite answer to this puzaie. 


But two elements do stand out as likely keys to 


his enduring appeal among the mass of men. In him 
there was a wonderful balance of statesman and politi- 
cian. His high-minded idealism blended with hard- 
headed political realism in remarkable combination. The 
mixture cast hirn in the mold of a great leader at a 
moment when the nation desperately needed that great- 
ness. 


But, rare as it is, that blend could not alone account 


for his continuing hold on the hearts of men. The other 
key is perhaps the big one. Lincoln was a man of com- 
passion. He had an intense love, of his fellow man. And 
he conveyed that feeling through, his personal humble- 
Bess that marked even hi* great hours. 


Somehow, even In death, he communicate* that love 


for others, Lincohv was everybody's president. Ordi- 
nary men do not forget the example of such a life, nor 
the humility that moved side by side with his greatness. 
Nothing is more natural than that they should respond 
to that example—even though the man who set it lives 
only m memory.

mouth couldn't be opened. He was 
under ether, administered through 
a mask by Dr. Lesage. 


Dr. Lesage told the six-man 


jury: 


"It was impossible to retract the 


jaws. The ares oFthe opening \v3S 
small. Dr. McNichols was operat- 
ing- in the adjoining room, and he 
had just finished when we called 
him. He proceeded to do the oper- 
ation on the patient- It wzs during 
this time apparently that the pa- 
tient had suddenly stopped breath- 
ing." 


Dr. McNichols testified that the 


first tonsil came out with "fair 
ease," and although the tonsils 
were small and imbedded the pa- 
tient seemed all right. 


The surgeon went on to say that 


it is not unusual for a patient to 
stop breathing on the operating 
table, adding that if the patient 
has a pulse, breathing can be re- 
stored.

Adrenalin was used in a vain at-

Christianity in conception and 


action has been from the begin- 
ning a missionary religion. It is 
dynamic, not italic. Its law of love 
and righteousness is a law of 
growth. Individual Christians are 
corciaended to "grow in grace and 
in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Savior. Jesuc Christ" (II Peter 
3:18). 


As Christians grew in grace in- 


evitably the impulse and purpose 
came to make the gospel of f^ace 
known to others. A religion that 
never grows is not the religion 
that Jesus brought to men. His 
commission to His disciples was to 
go into all the world and preach, 
the gospel to every creature. 


They were true disciples who 


were first called Christians in An- 
tioch; not mere professors, but 
possessors, of the Chntian faith, 
inspired by its love and power. 
Among them was Barnabas, the 
noble, well-to-do Christian," who 
sold his possessions, that is his 
worldly possessions, and gax-e all 
for the common cause. And among 
them, also, was the new convert 
Paul. Some disciples, knoiving 
Paul's record as a persecutor, were 
fearful lest his professed conver- 
sion be a pretense, but Barnabas 
believed in him, and sought him 
out, and brought him to Antioch 
{Acts 11:25. 26). 


Here they were together for a 


year, in the fellowship of a grow- 
ing church, in an evident ecstacy 
of Christian grace (Acts 11:26>. 
The movement that sent Paul and 
Barnabas upon the first missionary 


journey westward, th* beginning 
of the course of the gospel toward 
Europe, and toward continents not 
then discovered, was not, there- 
for*, a hastily formed plan. It was 
a well-considered conscious intelli- 
gent. Christian purpose, springing 
directly from the power of the new 
experience, and expressing exactly 
what Jesus had designed. 


As Paul and Barnabas went 


forth, accompanied by John Mark, 
the author of the second Gospel in 
the New Testaaaent, their mission- 
ary journey was the first of se- 
veral for Paul, and Barnabas was 
to take another journey, accomp- 
anied by John, when he and Paul 
fell into disagreement about John 
(Acts 15:37-41). Even good Christ- 
ians have the privilege of not al- 
ways seeing eye to eye, though 
their differences ought to be in 
love. 


The only way to get a good un- 


derstanding of Paul's journeys is 
to take a map of that ancient 
world, found in many Bibles, and 
trac» the journey, place by place, 
with the account of what happen- 
ed, in the Book of the Acts. If one 
will at the same time take a small 
encyclopedia, or a larger one; and 
see what it has to say about each 
place;—especially Corinth. Ephesus. 
Athens. Rome. etc.—it will add 
greatly to the enjoyment of the 
study, and give one some concep- 
tion of the power of the Gospel, 
making its way in the immensity 
of that vast pagan world. 


It is a marvelous story, and one 


about which we cannot know too 
much.

Elect Honest Men, End Gambling 


A gunman fired a shot thru a hospital window in the 


seventh unsuccessful attempt on the life of Herbert Noble, 
Dallas gambler. Noble was in bed recovering from a bullet 
wound received in the sixth attempt to kill him. His wife 
was killed a few months ago by a bomb planted in his auto- 
mobile. 


On the same evening a bomb shattered the home of 


Mickev Cohen. Los Angeles gambling boss, but he escaped 
uninjured. Cohen is also a clay pigeon for his competitors. 
who killed several of his lieutenants and wounded him in 
previous forays. 


Cohen conducts a general criminal business. He has 


been implicated in the blackmail racket and in the slugging 
of shopkeepers. In a recent garment trades dispute in Los 
Angeles, each party asserted that the other side had availed 
itself of Cohen's services. 


So far as the record shows, Noble is only a gambler. 


He alleges that the attacks on him have resulted from at- 
tempts to invade the trade in the Texas city where oilmen 
with less than 30 millions are accounted "small rich" and the 
totting is on a corresponding scale. In general, tho, the big 
time gamblers of the country are gangsters, who use gunmen 
to protect their illegal preserves and are not averse to hiring 
out their private armies for other varieties of commercial 
bloodshed. 


There has been a good deal of talk recently of a national 


gambling syndicate ruled by Frank Costello, the gambling 
and slot machine boss in New York. He has close ties with 
Tammany HalL His partner, Frank Erickson, appeared at 
a top level soiree for Mayor O2>wyer during the lattery's re- 
cent campaign for re-election. The old Capone syndicate in 
Chicago seems to be playing second fiddle, but it had enough 
influence at the White House and the department of justice 
to spring four of its bosoes who were doing time for extor- 
tion. 


Gamblers about the country certainly cooperate with 


each other. They uae the same information service for their 
handbooks, and it-is a potent instrument in establishing who 
may and who may not book horse bets. They frequently 
furnish hired kitten to each other. Out of town boys are 
preferred for such jobs «s they are harder to trace. 


But the idea, that the criminal gambling syndicate can 


only be wiped out by a national effort, directed by the FBI. 
is strictly baloney. Gambling is a local enterprise. Whether 
it is carried on in New York, or Chicago, or Los Angeles, or 
Dallas, or Miami, or LaSalle county, Illinois, it operates on 
the same essential principle. 


The gamblers must get permission to operate from local 


law enforcement officers, the prosecutor and the police chief 
or sherif. No smart gambler ever bucks the local law. If 
he can't fix it, he moves on to a locality where he can. 


Thus the suppression of gambling and the prevention of 


the other crime that follows it is wholly up to local citizens. 
If they don't want it, all they have to do is elect honest local 
officials.—Chicago Tribune.

dangerous enemies of health. Not 
only are these, conditions serious 
in themselves, but they also affect 
the heart and, therefore, can be 
grouped among the serious heart 
and blood vessel diseases. 


Hardening of the arteries is 


caused by gradual deposits of cal- 
cium in the walls of these blood 
vessels. Just what causes the de- 
posits of calcium ;s not known, but

These deposits of calcium decrease 
the elasticity of the blood vessels 
and this, in turn, increases the re- 
sistance to the flow of blood. As 
a result, the heart has to work 
harder and people with advanced 
hardening of the arteries, or arte- 
rkwclerocis. are therefore liable to 
failure of the heart and to high 
blood pressure. 


The deposits of calcium do not 


take place in all the arteries at the 
same rate. If, for example, they 
develop seriously in the blood ves- 
sels of the heart itself, angina 
pectoris or coronary thrombosis 
are likely. If they are in the ar- 
teries of the legs, the circulation j 
to the legs is lessened and a person ' 
may develop severe pains in the 
calf muscles after walking a little.

means the only one. In some casea 
diseases of the kidneys can pro- 
duce high blood pressure, end 
there are a number of other known 
conditions which will cause hyper- 
tension. One of these is usually 
known as essential hypertension. 
This is a form of high blood pres- 
sure the causes of which are poor- - 
ly understood at the present time.

ey. None of these are in excesa 
supply, but it is only in this way 
that we can ever expect to conquer 
these serious conditions of the 
blood vessels.
